UPPINGHAM. 

The  town  of  Uppingham  is  supplied  by  the  uppinghara 
V/aterworks  Company.  There  are  a  few  houses  not  connected 
to  the  supply. 

LYDDINGTQN. 

Water  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Uppingham  Waterworks 
Company  and  supplied  to  the  public  by  standpipes.  21  house 
a  Hostel,  the  village  school  and  three  cattle  troughs  are 
connected  to  the  supply.  There  is  no  tendency  to  plumbo- 
solvency . 

OTHER  PARISHES. 

In  the  other  17  Parishes  the  water  supply  is  obtained 
from  shallow  wells. 

Investigations  are  proceeding  with  the  object  of 
providing  a  piped  water  supply  for  the  whole  district.

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rural  housing  survey. 


The  Rural  Housing  Survey  asked  for  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  Circular  64/44,  has  been  completed  in  the 
following  Parishes:- 

Ayston, Belton ,  Glaston,  North  Luffenham,  Preston, 
Ridlington,  War  die  y  and  7/ing,  and  a  number  of  houses 
have  been  inspected  in  Bisbrooke  and  Uppingham, 

This  has  necessitated  a  thorough  inspection  of  466  houses, 
and  the  less  thorough  inspection  of  some  50  houses  which 
have  been  excluded. 

There  is  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  suitable 
labour  to  carry  out  this  work. 

38/0  of  the  houses  so  far  inspected  have  had  to  be 
placed  in  Class  5  (fit  only  for  demolition) ,  with  an  almost 
equal  proportion  in  Class  4  (fit  only  for  complete 
reconditioning).  A  detailed  summary  of  the  results  of  the 
Survey  will  be  made  on  completion.  However  the  above 
figures  give  some  indication  of  the  low  standard  of  housing 
accommodat ion . 


HOUSING. 


iU  GENERAL. 


There  are  approximately  100  houses  which  were  being 
dealt  with  at  the  outbreak  of  war  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936.  These  would  normally  have  been  demolished 
and  every  opportunity  is  being  taken  to  demolish  these  houses 
as  they  become  redundant.  4  such  houses  have  been  demolished, 
and  negotiations  for  the  demolition  of  5  others  are  proceeding. 

There  are  six  houses  where  Demolition  Orders  have 
been  made  which  are  occupied  by  licence. 

There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  repair  work 
required  throughout  the  District.  As  indicated  elsewhere, 
efforts  are  being  made  to  get  this  work  done,  but  difficulty 
in  obtaining  material  ,  particularly  slates,  timber  and 
sanitary  fittings,  all  subject  to  Ministry  Regulations, 
cause  progress  to  be  slow.

The  absence  of  piped  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal 
works  has  caused  very  serious  difficulties  and  delays  in  the 
Housing  Programme.

Twelve  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year.  Six 
were  examined  by  the  Pathologist  for  T.B.  and  reported  on 
favourably.  Six  were  examined  for  B.  Coli  and  Faecal  Coli, 
five  were  unsatisfactory  and  one  satisfactory, 

2.  WATER  SUPPLY,  MORCOTT  HALL  SCHOOL. 

An  outbreak  of  gastro  intestinal  disorder  occurred 
during  the  summer  among  the  pupils  attending  Morcott  Hall 
School.  When  I  investigated,  I  found  that  the  existing 
water  supply  to  the  school  was  contaminated  and  not  fit  for 
consumption  if  the  premises  are  to  continue  being  used  for 
their  present  purpose  As  the  School  is  owned  by  the 

Rowley  Settled  Estate,  which  is  vested  under  the  control  of 
the  Master  in  Lunacy,  there  have  been  somewhat  protracted 
negotiations  with  the  Agents,  but  a  comprehensive  scheme  is 
being  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  new  source  of  water 
supply  will  be  laid  on  in  the  near  future,  and  that  sanitary 
arrangements  will  be  greatly  improved. 

3*  THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936  and  1938 

Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council.  Eight 
producers  are  licensed  under  the  above  Order,  1936 

Repairs  and  reconstruction  to  several  of  the  dairy 
premises  are  urgently  needed,  but  shortage  of  building  material 
and  labour,  and  the  urgency  of  the  Housing  Programme,  offers  a 
serious  obstacle  to  real  progress  in  this  direction,  although 
a  number  of  improvements  have  been  carried  out.
